—There is a persistent report that com- 
munications have beem cut behind the 
Russians. No official dispatches have 
been given out up to this hour, and no 
private or press dispatches have been re- 
ceived.

. 8T. PETERSBURG, March 17.—An ex- 
cuse for the Russian army's almost unpar- 
Alieled sertes of defeats is being advanced 
in official circles here today. It ts that 
Gen. Kuropatkin is mentally unsound. 

With the Japanese hanging on to the 
heels and flanks of the remnants of his 
broken and defeated army, Kuropatkin, 
the idol of Russia's private soldiers, has 
been dismissed and disgraced and Gen. 
LAnevitch appointed to succeed him in the 
command of the entire Russian army and 
navy. 

Russian military annals contain no more 
bitter rebuke. The imperial order deposing 
the hero of Plevna contains no word of 
praise, but, instead, “disgrace” is written in 
bold characters, and the rumor that the 
change is by request of the old veteran ts 
carefully discredited. 

Tt had been intended to allow Kuropatkin 
to retain his command until the Grand 
Duke Nicholas could reach the scene of the 
war, but his continued reverses and Gen. 
Gripenberg’s reports of his failing mental- 
ity prompted the Czar to wire Linevitch 
_to take command at once.

WHY BOUGHT BONDS 


Wanted to Show Financiers That 
St. Louis Was Healthy After 
World’s Fair. 


AND ALSO TO MAKE MONEY. 


Question Asked if He Had $2,500,- 
000 Philippine Issue in 
His Satchel. 


Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., returned to St. Louis at 
1:30 Friday afternoon from his triumphant 
trip to Washington, on which he secured 
the entire $2,600,000 Philippine bond issue. 

Mr. Wade was in fine spirits over the 
success of his journey to the national 
capital, and he was pointed out by those 
who knew about Unton Station as a re- 
turning financia | hero. 

Mr. Wade had distinguished company as 
he walked from the Vandalia train through 
the trainshed and Midway. Sir Chen-tung 
Liang Cheng, the Chinese minister to the 
United States, in gorgeous robes, was by 
his side. 

W. K. Bixby, whose guest the Chinese 
minister will be, was at the station to 
meet the successor of Wu Ting Fang. In- 
cldentally, he was the first St. Loulsun to 
congratulate Mr. Wade on his success in 
securing the bond Issue. 

While Mr. Bixby whisked thé Chinese 
minister to his home in Westmoreland 
place, the 8t. Loulsan who, a few days 
ago, gave the United States government a 
little check for two and one-half millions. 
took a street car to his office, carrying his 
small grip himself.

“We bought the bonds for two reasons,’ 
Mr. Wade said to a Post- -Dspatch reporter, 
as he waited for a car. 

“One was to show thut the financial 
condition of St. Louis is stil] pretty healthy 
after the World's Fair and’’— Mr. Wade 
smiled knowingly “the other was to make 
money.’’ 

Mr. Wade talked about the buying of the 
entire $2,500,000 bond issue as if he were 
talking of buying a pair of shoes. Mr. 
Wade js rather a young-looking man for 
sO prominent a financier. He wears no 
beard and, if there is any gray in his 
halr, tt is not apparent to the causal ob- 
server. He is tall and somewhat slender, 
which adds to his appearance of youthful- 
ness. 


Mr .Wade does not comment on his feat 
in securing the Philigppine bond issue as if 
it were a 2 Cage triumph. If he had just 
returned from a fishing trip he could not 
have talked more modestly of what he 
had recently been doing. But, withal, 
there was an ever-present smile of satisfac- 
tion as he talked of the coup with which 
he surprised Wall street and Pastern finan- 
clers generally.

BILL FOR FREE 
BRIDGE PASSES

Measure Authorizing St. Louis to 
Construct or Acquire Bridge Has 
No Opposition in the Lower 
Branch of Legislature. 


GOV. FOLK IN MESSAGE 
URGES PASSAGE OF BILL: 


According to Provisions of Enact- 
ment, City May Now Purchase 
Merchants’ Bridge if It Is Con- 
fiscated by Government. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 17.—By 
unanimous vote the House today passed 
Senate bill No. 360, authorizing the city 
of St. Louis to buy the Merchants’ bridge, 
in the event it is confiscated by the gov- 
ernment as a result of its consolidation 
in ownerehip with the Eads bridge. 

Gov. Folk, In a special] message to the 
House, recommended the passage of the 
bill. The governor's communication was 
as follows: 

“For many years the city of St. Louis 
has been struggling with what is known 
as the “bridge arbitrary."" Freight bills of 
lading from the east read to East St. Louis. 
So far as freight rates from eastern points 
are concerned, St. Louls has no exist- 
ence. 

“This system works incalculable injury 
to the commerce of the city and results 
in the payment of something like $16,000,- 
000 vearly in the shape of tolls to the 
bridge company. 

“Many plans have been suggested to free 
the city from this commercial bondage. 
The most practicable one, I think, is to 
pass the bill now before you, authorizing 
the city of St. Louis to acquire or con- 
struct a free bridge or tunnel across the 
Mississippi river. 

“The city has ample authority under tits 
charter to,rafse money, but has no au- 
thority at present to expend it for bridge 
vr tunnel purposes. This measure con- 
fers that power, Isnving it to the city 
to determine whether it will be feasible 
to exercise it. 


“As an effective remedy for the condi- 
tion complained of, I recommend the en- 
actment of the bill mentioned. 

‘JOBEPH W. FOLK, Governor.” 

At the conclusion or the reading of the 
message, Mr. Conklin of Carroll moved 
that the bridge bill ba taken up and passed. 
This was gcconded by Mr. Speer. The vote 
on final passage was unanimous. 

This bill was drawn by a member of the 
St. Louls Free Bridge and Improved Termi- 
nals Association. his body is composed of 
representative independent business men of 
St. Louis and was formed less than a 
month ago with the single p ose of 
freeing the city from the bridge and termi- 
nal monopoly. This association sent a 
committee to Jefferson City to urge upon 
Senate and House the urgent necessity of 
passing the bill.

Fatling, Miss Marte Joliffe Says 
She’s at Loss for Way to Try Next

Young Woman Now in City Hospital Says Men Have 
Saved Her From Well and Asphyxiation and After 


Miss Marie Joliffe, a young woman, is 
in the City Hospital suffering from the ef- 
fects of 10 cents worth of antiseptic tab- 
lets composed of bichloride of mercury 
which she took at midnight Thursday In 
her seventh attempt to destroy her life. 

She tokd a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
in the City Hospital Friday morning that 
on the approach of trouble she always flew 
to suicidal thought. 

She is 4 years old, ardent, temperamental 
and courageous. She has a theary that 
trouble is punishment and that with the 
loss of life comes surcease of sorrow. On 
that theory she attempts to evade sorrow. 

She is the proprietor of a lodging house 
at 2325 Olive street. She was married at 
an early age, separated from her husband, 
| since which she has supported herself. Her 
mother died when she was a baby, her 
father left her in her young girlhood. These 
are the reasons, she says, life has dealt so 
harshly with her. 

Her attempt at suicide Thursday night 
was, she says, the most nearly successful 
of her seven. Bach time she has tried to 
kill herself some man has intervened. But, 
she says, the general law of averages will 
bring her success at ldst. 

She gayly says she will try it again as 
soon as she is released from the hospital 
and hopes her next attempt will be suc- 
cessful, 

“Seven is a lucky number,”’ she said to 
&@ Post-Dispatch reporter, “and I should 
ie i died. I would have died had not the 
City Hospital doctors relieved me of the 
poison when they did. I do not thank 
them. 

“I do not know why any person has 
the right to interfere in the disposition of 
one’s life. My life is not theirs, and if 
I choose to destroy 


| 


it that is my lookout. 


Taking Morphine, Laudanum and Carbolic Acid. 


If my life is worthless to me, it is at least 
mine, 

“I know this is not the opinion of many 
people, but it is mine and techn'cally it is, 
perhaps, worth as much as anyone's. 

“I think it depends-upon one's capacity 
for suffering whether a life that has been 
so full] of sorrow as mine is worth living. 
I don’t want it and I am the only person 
who has to live it if they keep on insisting 
upon bringing me to life every time I am 
almost dead. 

“When I was 16 years old I made the 
first attempt. It was my first love affair 
and I suffered from it. I threw myself into 
a well in the presence of the man for 
whose sake I sought to die. He summoned 
assistance and I was pulled out and re- 
stored to life. 

“Since then I. have sought to die by 
means of morphine, carbolic acid, gas and 
various poisons. 

“Carbolic acid is the cruelist. It is dread- 
ful, and when I took it they should have 
let me die—it would have been more mer- 
ciful. 

“Last night I quarreled with Charles Bro- 
nough, whom I expected to marry. I con- 
feas I was jealous of him—that is my fault. 
I had bought 10 cents worth of poison, dis- 
solved it in water, and, at the height of 


the quarrel, drank it. 

“Then he did me the greatest wrong 
he could. He summoned an ambulance, 
and had me sent to the hospital. I shall 
bo wiser next time. 1 shall kill myself 
a

Miss M. Eleanor Tarrant of Louisville, 
Ky., is a name that the MiHion alub needs 
to take into consideration. Miss Tarrant 
is personally responsible for some of the 
figures that make Louisville a growing 
city. She is the head of Neighborhood 
house, a social settlement. Her influence 
over the persons who come within the 
range of her work is such that once they 
leave Loulsville they are seldom satisfied 
with their homes in other places, and 
usually try to retum. 8t. Louis has lost 
residents because of Miss Tarrant. 

She delivered a lecture on ‘““‘The Value of 
Settlements to a City’’ Thursday evening 
at Memorial Hall for the benefit of the 
Third Ward Improvement League. 8t. 
louis, with its metropolitan ambitions, has 
no social settlement like unto that which 
Miss Tarrant represents. Social settlement 
work has been done here for years, but 
social settlement workers have not es- 
tablished family life in the building used 
for settlement work. 

Miss Tarrant and 13 others live in Neigh- 
borhood House. It is alsosgused as a meet- 
ing place for clubs and classes. Its yard 
ris large and serves as oneofthe playgrounds 
of Louisville. 

“In ‘my family’ atTre the High School 
football coach who leads our boys in gym- 
nastics, a High School teacher and his wife, 
three kindergarteners and a trained nurse. 

“Most of our work is done in the after- 
noon and evening and I find that better 
and more regular work is done where the 
workers live in the settlement house. 

“We have tried to give the mothers who 
live about us some recreation. Signs of 
development are evident amongst them.

3 MILES TO TRAINS 


Two Little Girls Run Away From 
Children’s Home, to Find Par- 
ents, They Said. 


Consumed by a longing to go back home, 
according to their explanation, two 
little girls put all their belongings into 
doll trunks.at daylight Friday morning, 
loaded the trunks into a doll buggy, stole 
away from Christian Society Home of Mis- 
souri at 4245 Mangaretta avenue and started 
on a weary trudge to Union Station. 

The travelers were Elizabeth Ellen Small- 
wood, 12 years old, and her sister, Minnie 
May, 9 years oj]d. Elizabeth, as the older 
one and the director of the expedition, 
dressed as a matron in a trailing yellow 
skirt and a purple waist, and adorned her 
yellow hair with a red Tam O'Shanter cap; 
Minnie May, being younger, was the “‘lit- 
tle girl,’ and wore no extra skirt or waist, 
and no hat. They took turns wheeling the 
baby buggy before them. 

It was a walk of fully three miles from 
the home to Union BStation, but they made 
it by 9 o'clock. No one knows the route 
they took, and they cannot tell. They said 
a ‘“‘man’’ showed them how to come. 

They reached Union Station and began to 
wheel their baby buggy toward the tnain 
gates. Crowds, attracted by the unusual 
picture they presented, gathered. about 
them and began to ask questions. They 
grew frightened and confused; Minnie May 
began to cry. 


Found by Policeman. 

Policeman Schmolinsky saw the crowd 
and found the children in the midst of it. 

“Where are you going, little girls?’ he 
asked. 

“We are going home, 
said Elizabeth. 

‘Where is your home?”

The seventeenth of March is Ireland's, 
Fourth of July. It is the natal] day of her 
patron saint, the day on which the scat- 
tered children of the Irish race in every 
land proclaim their love and allegiance to 
the “Green Isle’’ of the western ocean. 

From being a religious festival the day 
has become a great national holiday. 

Parades, banpuets and public meeting are 
the order of the day in Irish circles, and 
the customary drowning of the shamrock 
forms not the least interesting feature of 
these proceedings. 

There has never been any doubt about 
the religion of St. Patrick, and it is highly 
suggestive of the liberality of thought of 
the present day that all creeds and classes 
of Irishmen unite in paying homage to the 
memory of the great missionary. 

This is accounted for by the fact that 
St. Patrick had no politics, that he went to 
Ireland as a Christian missionary to spread 
the light of the Gospel to the benighted 
pagans of that land, and that in his duy 
there was only one form of Christianity. 


Differ as to Birthplace. 

There is considerable divergence of opin- 
ion among historians as to the birthplace 
of St. Patrick. Some even go so far as to 
say that no such person ever existed. They 
say that he was the result of a too fertile 
imagination, which has always been a 
prominent characteristic of the Celtic 
race. 

The weight of evidence, however, is over- 
whelmingly in favor of his personality, 
and if no other testimony existed beyond 
tradition and the number of ecocolesiastica! 
monuments that bear his name in Irelana 
it wotld be almost conclusive evidence 
that such a person lived and moved in 
that country between the fourth and fifth 
centuries of the Christian era.

Was Born in France—As Youth, Souchet, Captured 
by Irish Invaders Who Kept Him as Slave. 


torian, makes a specious argument in fa- 
vor of the lowlands of Scotland. 

He says that St. Patrick’s father, Cal- 
phurnius, was living in the village of 
Taburnia, near the town of Empthor, thet 
he married a French damsel named Con- 
chessa who had been seld into slavery by 
her father, and that the Irish apostle was 
& result of this union. Jocelin states that 
Calphurnius was a Briton, but his name 
plainly indicates that he was a Roman or 
a Gaul. 

Another Welsh historian claims that St. 
Patrick was born in Cornwall, and several 
English writers insist that he was a Britow. 
Ancient Irish historians also aver that the 
Saint was’a native son, but there is no 
Substantial basis for this view either in 
tradition or in ecclesiastical history. 

According to the most reliable accounts 
St. Patrick was born in the ancient city 
of Tours, France. Colgan, a voluminous 
and painstaking writer, states that he was 
of Hebrew extraction. 

It may, therefore, be accepted as an his- 
torical fact that St. Patrick was not a 
native of the British isles or any land oth- 
er than that of sunny France. There will, 
of course, be always more or less contro- 
versy on the subject, and it is a great 
tribute to the memory of the Irish apostle 
that so many different nationalities hawe 
claimed him as one of them. 


Pagan Irish Warriors. 


In the early centuries of the Christian 
era the pagan Irish were the most war- 
like race in Europe. The Roman eagle 
had been triumphantly planted in every 
land from the Caspian sea.to the western

Atlantic, but the legions of the Cesars had! 


never set foot on the soil of Ireland. 
the other hand Irish chiefs had made fre- 
quent incursions into Gaul, Switzerland 
and Italy. 

It was in one of these expeditions, led 
by the celebrated Niall of the Nine Host- 
ages, that the youthfu] Patrick, or as he 
was then known, Souchet, was captured 
and brought to Ireland as a slave. He was 
then in his sixteenth year. Two of St. 
Patrick's sisters, Lupita and Darerca, 
were also captured, brought to Ireland and 
sold into slavery. In the raid in which 
St. Patrick was captured his father and 
mother were killed, probably because they 
were adherents of Roman power against 
which the Irish invaders specially fought. 
After the saint's arrival in Ireland he was 
sold to Milcho Huanan, which, by the way, 
sounds very much like Michael Hapan. 

Milcho was a pretty prince in Dalagadia, 
since called Antrim. Sst. Patrick was the 
joint property of Milcho and his three 
brothers, and hence he was named Ceath- 
er-Tigh, because 
Ceather signifying four and Tigh a house. 
Eventually Milcho bought his brother's in- 
terest, and St. Patrick became his entire 
property. 

For six yvears St. Patrick continued in 
servitude and in the seventh was released. 
After his return to Touraine he made a 
special study of the scriptures under St. 
Martin and 8t. German, and later went 
to Rome, where he read theology under the 
canons of the Latern church. At this time 
he wus made bishop by Pope Celestine, 
who changed his name to Patricius, which 
means Peter Civium, father of the people. 

It is affirmed by some writers that St. 
James, the son of Zebedce, preached the 
gosvel in Ireland in the forty-first year of 
the Christian cra, and that Mansuetus, a 
dieciple of §t. Peter, made many converts 
to Christianity in that land, but, however 
unsupported theae assertions may be, it is 
a hisxtorical fact that there were Christians 
in Ireland before.t vent of St. Patrick. 

But when St. Patrick landed in Ireland 
the second time with the mandate of Pope 
Celestine the vast majority of the people 
were pagan. They had, however, a high 
order of civilization and were renowned in 
the science of war. It might be parenthic- 
ally mentioned here that the last of their 
pagan kings, Dathi. died from a bolt of 
lightning in the Alps, where he was on a 
merauding expedition. 


St. Patrick’s First Convert. 


The first man converted to Christianity 
in Ireland by St. Patrick was naincd Sinell. 
Ilo was the eighth in lineal descent from 


the celebrated Cormac, King of Lenister, 
and afterwards came to be enumerated 
among the saints of Ireland. A _ pathetic 
story is told of St. Patrick's effort to con- 
vert his ol4 master Milcho. whose services 
he had left many years before. 

When Milcho heard that St. Patrick was 
approaching his place with the object of 
converting him, the old heathen, ashamed 
to be persuaded in his old age to forsake! 
the paganism of his ancestors, locked him- 
self in his house, set fire to it and per- 
ished in the ruins 

One of the most intercsting episodes in 
St. Patrick's life is the story about the 
origin of the shamrock. When the saint 
came to Tara, which was the seat of goy- 
ernment and the residence of the Ard-Righ, 
or high king, he found the monarch and 
hie chiefs assembled in council in the open 


air. 

He was permitted to cxplain the doc- 
frines of the Christian religion to the as- 
sembly, but he: found it impossible to con- 
vey a proper idea of the mystery of the 
Trinity. Suddenly, looking on the ground 
at his fect, he beheld a mall plant with 
a triple leaf, which he plucked from the 
roots, and held it to the gaze of the mon- 
arch and hie courtiers. Here were the 
leaves on one etem, the king was satisfied 
and he and all his court accepted the 
tenets of Christianity 

Devout Irish Catholics believe the Sham- 
rock to be of d@ivine origin. Certain it 
is that it is found only in Ireland. It ig 
a species of grass, and though Scotland 
is only 25 miles away and England about 
6. it has never been found in any of 


these countries.

Miss Bernays’ paper was on the subject 
of the religions of the Old World and the 
New. Its title is “A Message from the 
Orient to the Occident.’"’ She contended 
that Asia was the home of all religions, 
and that all variations of Christianity as 
they are now practiced and professed in 
America and Europe find their . counter- 
parts in more ancient professions and prac- 
tices in Asia. She held that this was no 
less true of the teachings of Martin Luther 
and John Wesley than of those of Brigham 
Young and Mrs. Eddy. 

That brought her to the point of declar- 
ing that, this being the case, it was absurd 
to take back to the peoples of Asia, 
through missionaries, the teachings they 
had taught us. 


She heid that the Asiatics had the orig- 
inaus Of the religions which we professed, 
and that they were equally capabie oi

understanding them and practicing them. 
She devoted considerable time to a dis- 
cussion of the Buddhism of the Japanese. 
The Japanese, she said, not only believed 
religion, but tived it; it was a 
part of their lives.

when our inclinauon calls for it.

AN OVERWORKED WAR SECRETARY. 

There is reason to believe that Secretary Taft is a greatly 
overworked public officer. The reason is found in his inability 
to reach a decision in the case of the forfeiture of the Merchants’ 
bridge for violation of its charter. The Secretary of War has 
had the case under consideration, with all the facts in his 
possession, for over a year. On several occasions he has prom- 
ised to dispose of it promptly, but his decision has never been 
announced and seems as far off now as when the investigation 
was made in 1903. 

The bridge case was set aside for the Panama trip; then it 
yielded to congressional business, and now it is threatened with 
pigeonholing by the Philippines visit. 

The question is simple. The bridge was chartered as an in- 
dependent bridge to break the bridge and terminal monopoly, 
the charter providing that the bridge be confiscated by the 
Secretary of War should it be purchased or operated by a com- 
petitor. The bridge has been absorbed by the terminal and
